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RECORD  CAMPS  AT  MINIWANCA  [ 

Miniwanca  camping  in  1965  proved  to  be  the 
same  challenging,  enriching,  exciting  experi- 
ence it  has  been  for  so  many  years.  The  stim- 
ulation of  contacts  with  faculty  members  and 
leaders  and  with  campers  from  other  states  and 
countries,  the  challenge  of  the  classroom,  the 
fun  of  tribal  activity . . .all  of  these  and  more 
added  up  to  self  discovery  and  dedication  to 
Christian  leadership  and  service. 

Over  1800  campers  and  leaders  participated  in 
our  Founder  program.  With  approximately  800 
participants  in  the  Danforth  Foundation  con- 
ferences held  on  the  grounds,  it  brings  the 
total  of  those  in  attendance  at  Miniwanca  to 
over  2600  persons. 

Geographic  representation  was  again  wide- 
spread. Campers  came  from  every  state,  includ- 
ing Hawaii  and  Alaska;  from  Canada,  Australia, 
Peru,  Germany,  Japan,  British  West  Indies,  and 
the  Virgin  Islands. 

The  tribal  races  added  the  usual  fun  and  ri- 
valry. In  the  Older  Girls  Camp  the  DAKOTAS 
barely  nosed  out  the  Blackfeet.  Chiefs  were; 
Blackfoot , JORY  BLAKEMORE;  Crowfoot,  KATHERINE 
BUCHHOLTZ;  Dakota,  MARIE  KRAUS;  Iroquois,  JUDY 
ANGERMEYER;  Navajo,  SUE  STEIGER;  Susquehanna, 
ELIZABETH  EARLY.  In  Boys  Camp  the  victors  were 
the  NAVAJOS,with  the  Iroquois  coming  in  second.

It  is 
a Schulmerich  carillon  similar  to  that  found  in  Bach  Tower  and  in  many  chapels  and 
churches.  The  process  in  the  manufacture  of  the  chimes  produces  tones  absolutely  true 
to  the  best  bells.  The  sound  is  produced  by  miniature  electronic  bells  struck  by  metal 
hammers.  The  tones  are  amplified  and  the  loud  speakers  in  the  church  tower  pick  up 
the  tones  so  that  they  can  be  heard  in  the  surrounding  countryside. 

A dedicatory  service  was  held  on  Sunday  morning,  August  22nd.  In  presenting  the 
carillon  WADJEPI  stated  that  he  and  Mrs.  Orwig  had  in  mind  the  following  purposes:  to 
add  an  element  of  enrichment  to  the  worship  services  in  the  Church  of  the  Dunes;  to 
provide  a benedictive  note  at  the  close  of  each  camp  day;  to  make  the  Foundation's 
Christian  purpose  felt  in  the  Stony  Lake  community  as  residents  hear  the  chimes  played 
each  evening  and  on  Sundays . 

The  Orwigs  felt  it  appropriate  to  make  this  gift  to  the  American  Youth  Foundation 
in  the  year  of  their  50th  wedding  anniversary.  It  is  indeed  a magnificent  gift,  and 
Trustees,  Staff,  and  all  connected  with  the  Founder  Fellowship  are  grateful  to  Wadjepi 
and  Mrs . Orwig . 


A recording  of  the  carillon  dedication  service  has  been  made,  and  records  can  be  made  for  any 
who  wish  to  order  them.  The  cost  would  be  between  $3.50  and  $4.50  per  record,  depending  upon 
the  number  of  orders  received.  If  you  would  like  to  order  one  or  more  records,  please  write 
us  on  a government  post  card  stating  your  name,  address,  and  number  of  records  desired. 
Deadline  for  placing  your  orders  is  February  1st.  After  that  date,  records  will  be  made  and 
mailed,  and  statements  of  cost  will  be  sent.  Remember  the  order  date  - February  1st.
